dent, will be published tomorrow 
morning. 

In the Chamber the sudden read-

Henderson Reviews Situation.

The communication was ex- 
pected ten days ago, but last-minute 
changes in the text necessitated some 
delay. 

A preliminary reading of the com- 
munication has produced a very fa- 
vVorable impression in French official 
circles and there appear to be good 
grounds for feeling that a solution 
may now be looked to. 

The note is understood to be 
couched in the friendliest terms, a 
fact which in itself cannot but help 
ease a situation made delicate by 
virtue of the new tariff bill now be- 
fore the American Senate. 


Deletion of Clause Pleases. 


The French appear especially 
pleased over that portion of the note 
which explains that the proposed 


new tariff measure dges not contain 
the clause in the existing tariff bill 
making it mandatory upon the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to prohibit 
the importation of merchandise from 
any foreign manufacturer or shipper 
who refuses, upon the request of rep- 
resentatives of the Treasury Depart- 


ment, to give the latter the informa- | 


tion necessary for arriving at an ap- 
praisal of the foreign or export value 
of the article in question. The re- 
moval of this irritating clause is re- 
garded here as a big step toward 


the elimination of the cause of com- | 


plaint. 
It will be recalled that today’s note 


is really in response to the French | 


note of March 6 last, in which the 
government suggested certain com- 
promise — s. These proposals 
dealt with the deadlock which grew 
from the withdrawal of the United 
States Treasury agents at the end of 
1927. The agents had been sent to 
France to ascertain French produc- 
tion costs, and their presence pro- 
voked widespread criticism, resulting 
finally in an agreement by Washing- 
ton to recall] them. Their departure, 
however, left no means of determin- 
ing the production costs of French 
goods destined for the United States, 
and in the absence of such informa- 
tion the Americn appraisers had to 
do the best they could. 


Agents’ Return Expected, 


The French protests then became 
lounder than ever, their contention 


being that American production costs 
were applied to French goods, thus 
putting the latter in an unfavorable 
position in comparison with Amer- 
ican domestic products.

In discussing the ‘‘remarkable”’ 
and ‘‘marvelous”’ career of the new 
Ambassador, to use but two of the 
adjectives employed by the French 
editors, due emphasis was placed 
on the personality of Mrs. Edge, de 
scribed aS a lady possessing much 
charm and great social attributes. 

The Paris Midi finds that there 
has been much in the career of Sen 
ator Edge to recall that of his pred 
ecessor. 

“His life; full of surprising details 
presents manv points of resemblance 
to that of Mr. Herrick,"* the news- 
paper comments. “Both were of 
humble origin and from their earliest 
years had to count entirely ‘upon 
their own resources.” 

The French appear to be partic- 
ularly pleased that the new envoy al- 
ready has a considerable knowledge 
of their country and its language. 
nor will the fact that he has long 
been one of the most outspoken op- 
ponents of prohibition make him less 


popular with the mass of French 
people. 

In all the accounts of the Senator's 
career, his close friendship with 


President Hoover is noted with spe- 
cial interest. This fact alone wil] be 
of much value to France, it is

Washington Views Declaration 
of Foreign Minister as a 
Great Peace Step. 


ROAD'S RETURN HELD LIKELY 


Move in Dispute With Russia Seen 
as Diplomatic Triumph Over 


| Future War Causes Also.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Doubts 
as to the willingness of China to 
return the Chinese Eastern Railway 
to semi-Russian control in nego- 
tiating for a settlement of Nanking's 
controversy with Moscow’ were 
largely dispelled today with receipt 
of official advices from China whica 
went far to reassure the powers that 
all foreign property in that country 

would be respected in the future. 
According to reports received by 
the Unitec States Government, Dr. 
C. T. Wang, Chinese Foreign Minis 


ter, announced that the Nationalis: 
Government had taken only tem- 
porary control of the railroad. that 


Russian interests in the road had not 
been nullified, and that all foreign 
interests in China for legitimate pur 
poses would be respected. 

This marked a sharp recession from 
the manifesto earlier this week 
which asserted the intention of the 
Chinese to oust Russia completely 
from the railroad and carried an im- 
plication of a_ strong anti-foreign 
attitude toward property held by 
other countries in China. 

The change is attributed here to 
the force of world opinion, as well 
as to representations made to the 
Nationalist Government, 


Declaratiog Held Important. 


Its importance was indicated by the 
view expressed at the State Depart- 
ment that full recognition by China 
of its obligations to protect the pri- 
vate property that has been invested 
within its borders would greatly con- 
duce to good international relations. 

In government circles generally the 
pledge of the Chinese Foreign Min- 
ister was considered as not only re- 
ducing greatly the danger of war in 
the dispute with Russia, but as going 
far toward eliminating a _ possible 
cause of war in the future. 

According to other advices received 
by the State Department, it appeared 
well established that China and Rus- 
sia were negotiating for an amicable 
adjustment, and under the circum- 
stances it was felt that the possibil- 
ity of war had been practically elimi- 
nated. 

Very great steps, one high official 
said, have been taken since Sunday, 
when the two countries were making 
gestures at each other. The vigi- 
lance of the powers in watching the 
situation, however, is not to be re- 
laxed, although if the promises of 
Foreign Minister Wang are applied 
it is believed that no further steps 
will be necessary on the part of for- 
eign governments. 


Further Conferences Likely. 


It is expected that diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of Great Britain, Japan, 
France, Italy and Germany will con- 
fer among themselves and with Sec- 
retary Stimson for some time, but 
it is hoped that this procedure will 
be necessary only for the purposes of 
exchanging information. 

Rudolph Leitner, the Chargé d’Af- 
faires of the Germany Embassy, 
called upon Secretary Stimson late 
this afternoon and informed him that 
the German Government welcomed 
the opportunity to be associated with 
the other powers in their common 
approach to conciliation and heartily 
concurred in the steps that have al- 
ready been taken. This was in re- 
sponse ta the formal notice given 
Germany early this week by Mr. 
Stimson of the measures that had 
been taken, with an invitation for 
the Berlin government to associate 
itself in the joint effort at peace. 

In view of the assurances of For-' 
eign Minister Wang, it was said that 
nothing more might be done in con- 
nection with the aide memoire given 
by Secretary Stimson yesterday to 
the diplomatic representatives of the 
powers that have joined in the ap- 
peal to Russia and China for a peace- 
ful settlement. 


Diplomatic Triumph Seen. | 
Nothing has been officially dis- 
closed concerning the aide memoire, 
but it has been generally assumed to 


refer to the desirability of having 
the railroad returned. 
The assurance now given that 


property will be respected in China 
is regarded as an outstanding diplo- 
matic accomplishment of the world 
powers since the Chinese revolution. 


Its beneficent consequences, it was 
predicted today, will extend far into 
the future. 


An ironic feature of the whole 
situation, it was frankly admitted, 
was that the world powers have 


found themselves defending property 
over a case which involves the rights 
of Soviet Russia, a country which 
has denounced property. 


Russia, in informed opinion here, 
must feel embarrassed, for, had it 
vielded its rights in the Chinese 


Eastern case, it would have suffered 
a severe diplomatic defeat at the 
hands of China. On the other hand, 


it must have little stomach for the 
events which have resulted in the 
capitalistic powers standing behind 


it in a question of property. 

Foreign interests in China are es- 
timated to total more than $300.000.- 
000. for the most part through loans 
and property in the international! 
settlements. The loans have been 
made primarily as mortgages on 
railroads or for governmental pur- 
poses in China. Only two railroads 
the Chinese Eastern and the South 
Manchuria, stand in the category of 
concessions, and the status of the 
former has,been changed through the 
1924 agreement between China and 
Russia to almost the condition of the 
railroads in China proper. 


Recognition Called Nearer. 

WASHINGTON, July 26 (*).—A be- 
lief that negotiations looking toward 
a settlement of the Chinese-Russian 
controversy had impelled the Ameri- 
can Government a long way toward 
recognition of the Soviet Govern- 
ment was expressed today by Sena 
tor Thomas, Democrat, of Oklahoma.

LUFTHANSA TO BEGIN 
OCEAN AIR SERVICE 


Gets Three Huge Flying Boats for | 


Freight and Mail Route From 
Germany to Brazil.

TRAVEMUENDE, Germany, July 
26.—An important stage toward the 
establishment of a regular transat- 
lantic air service was reached today 
when the Lufthansa officially took 
possession of three huge flying 
boats of the Romar type, constructed 
at the Rohrbach works in Berlin. 

The seaplanes obviously were orig- 
inally built for passenger service, as 
evidenced by the twelve seats in- 
stalled in the two cabins, 
governmental subsidies heavily cur- 
tailed, the Lufthansa has been com- 
pelled to concentrate its efforts on 
the profitableness of its service, and 
therefore it intends to employ the 


new boats for mail and freight ser- 


vice exclusively. 

During recent months the boats 
hav: been thoroughly tested as to 
the specifications laid down by the 
Lufthansa, which included high 
sneed, great seaworthiness, long 
range, the safety factor, lifting ca- 
pacity and good flying ability. 


Had Strenuous Tests. 


With regard to seaworthiness the | 


boats were tested in a fresh breeze 


,of force five (19 
'hour). The total weight of nineteen 
long tons (41,800 pounds), including 
a useful load of eight long tons (17,- 
600 pounds), was lifted within 125 


;}seconds. A distance of 2,500 miles 
was covered in twenty-five hours, 
with full tanks. An average speed 
of 110 miles was achieved with the 
motors throttled. 

One of the Romars was also able 
to lift two long tons (4.400 pounds) 
besides its own weight off the water | 
with only two motors working. Ma- 
noeuvring ability and stability in the 
air were perfect, and though the pilot 
took his hands off the wheel for sev- 
eral minutes, the boat continued on 
its course unshaken. 

Other safety factors are, first, 
watertight compartments which en- 
able the plane to float even if one 
of the two compartments is filled 
with water; second, supplementary 
cooling system for the otherwise air- 
cooled motors which consists 0 
pumping water from the sea—for 
which Rohrbach holds a patent—en-| 
abling the boat to roil on the water 
indefinitely without the danger of 
overheated motors; third, the greater 
part of the wings is watertight, 
which keeps the boats afloat for 
a longer period in case of major acci- 
dents; and, last, the motors are ar- 
ranged high above the wings on spe- 
cial supports, which protect them 
against being washed by the waves, 
another Rohrbach patent. 


A Smooth Landing. 


During a flight today by one of 
the Romars it stayed extremely stable 
in the air and landed so smoothly on 
the water that landing in a land- 
plane later at the Barlin flying field 
resembled rough-riding by compar- 
ison. 

Before starting a regular mail and 
freight service between Travemuende 


on the Baltic Sea and Pernambuco 
in Brazil the Lufthansa will make a 
few more test trips to Scandinavia 
and a flight to Iceland, which should 
take twelve or fifteen hours. The} 
regular route to be followed later} 
will be via Lisbon, the Canary Is- 
lands, Cape Verde, Fernando da No- 
The long- 
est distance, between Cape Verde 
and Fernando da Noronha, is 1,500 
miles, which the boats will be able 
to cover with a. full load in thirteen 
hours. 

With three boats the Lufthansa ex- | 
pects to run a weekly service each 
way, making connections at Pernam-| 
buco with the Condor Syndicate, | 
which operates in South America. If 
the service proves satisfactory and 
profitable, other lines will follow, 
probably including one to the United 
States by way of the Azores.

LONDON, July 26.—The vast ad- 
vantages which a free English mar- 
ket offers to foreign countries 
should prove an incentive in the fur- 
therance of trade between Great 
Britain and South America, declared 
Lord D’Abernon, chairman of the 
British Economic Mission, at the din- 
ner of the Latin-American Society of 
Great Britain last night. 

Lionel de Rothschild, president

Lord D'Abernon, in the whole field 
of possible commercial developments 
open to British manufacturers and 
traders, said he saw few countries 
more rich in promise than Argentina 
and Brazil. He spoke in favor of the 
maximum development of free trade, 
adding that it was unfortunate its 
advocates had not been very success- 
ful in getting it likewise for the rest 
of the world. 

A letter from Arthur Henderson, 
Foreign Secretary, was read and it 
stated that Great Britain valued very , 
highly the ties and sentiment exist- 
ing with the Latin-American repub- 
lics since the attainment of their in- 
dependence: 

“The commercial relations between 
Latin Americ?

CAPE TOWN, July 26.—By its 
shortcomings and failures, as well as 
through its successes, experimental 
psychology has been attaining the 
rank and outlook of a biological sci- 
ence, F. C. Bartlett, director of the 
| psychological laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, declared today 


| before the meeting of the psychology 


| section of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science. Mr. 


| Bartlett is president of the section. 


In his paper on ‘Experimental 
in ayenetegy. Mr. Bart- 
lett said that the early experimental- 
ists in psychology were physicists 
and physiologists with a strong bent 
toward philosophy. 

“If in the history of the subject 
psychologists have 


physical and physiological methods,”’ 
he said, ‘‘it is even more true that 
they have often pursued philosophi- 
cal ideals, This pursuit is still in full 
ony." 

He declared that there was prob- 
ably no contemporary movement in 
psychology which has more profound- 
ly influenced psychological thought 
in English-speaking countries than 
the Gestalt psychologie, which ac- 
cepts consciousness as the material 
for study, but contends we know only 
forms or wholes in consciousness, 


|that its elements do not exist, or ex- 


ist only with valuation to the larger 
wholes which dominate them. 


A Theory of Two Types. 
Another movement, he added, also 
originating in Germany, much less 
widely influential in other countries 


at the moment but likely to attract 
more and more attention, has sprung 
from the work of Professor E R. 
Jaensch, who has elaborated a 
theory of the twofold division of all 
human subjects into integrate and 
disintegrate types. The integrate is 
the artistic, synthetic type, while the 
disintegrate is the scientific, analytic 
type. 

“This view does certainly seem to 
be biological in bent,’’ continued Mr. 
Bartlett, ‘‘and it is being explored 
throughout by experimental study. 
Moreover, it strives, and I think suc- 
cessfully, to avoid that artificiality 
which, as we have seen, hangs over 
conventional laboratory methods for 
the investigation of the higher modes 
of human response.”’ 

In contemporary English psycho- 
logy, he said, there is only one com- 
plete and world-explaining system of 
this sort—the system developed by 
Professor Charles E. Spearman. 

“That Professor Spearman has 
done more for the development of 
several fields of psychological re- 
search than any other living Enc- 
lishman cannot be disputed,’’ he de 
clared. 

Mr. Bartlett concluded his paper 
with a reference to behaviorism, sav- 
ing, ‘‘of all the movements this is 
the one which is most thoroughly ex- 
perimental, alike in its methods and 
in its formation of probiems.”’ 


Transfer of Skill In Sport. 


CAPE TOWN, July 28 (Science 
Service).—Popular views on the 
cuestion of transfer of skill, as when 
one has played tennis for years and 
sets out to learn golf, are varied and 
conflicting, but experiments and 
analyses of bodily motion have pro- 


duced some tacts to go on, accord- 
ing to Professor T. H. Pear of the 
University of Manchester, who made 
a report to the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science 
here today. 

The mertal attitude and the emo- 
tions of the learner play an import- 
ant role in his ability to make use of 
past experience, it was asserted. If: 
he enjoyed the old skill and felt con- 
fidence in his powers, for example, 
this mental attitude may be trans- 
ferred to the new task with favor- 
able results 

“The attitude of analyzing move- 
ments, of demanding to know the 
reasons for them, the sentiments and 
ideals formed in connection with a 
particular teacher, or his method of 
regarding a certain skill, are prob- 
ably the most powerful vehicles of 
transfer,’’ Professor Pear said. 

Experiments have indicated that 
the transfer of skill from one sport 
or task to another is very much less 
than might have been naively sup- 
posed, he stated. The world’s best 
exponents of any complex skill were 
usually very careful to be special- 
ists and there were even good 
grounds for feeling that if an ex- 
pert in one sport learns a new com- 
plex sport he may interfere with his 
old skill, If a learner recognizes and 
analyzes common habits in the old 
and new sport he may be able to 
transfer these habits effectively to 
the new situation, but if the habits 
must be reversed, the old skill may 
become a handicap. 

‘For example, while a figure-skater 
learns always to lean toward the di- 
rection of his turns, a ski-runner 
may have to lean either toward or 
away from the direction.’’ Professor 
Pear explained. ‘‘An expert skater 
would find this very difficult to un- 
learn, while a novice at both sports 
would find less difficulty. Similarly, 
the oral learning of two foreign lan- 
guages in the same year may cause 
interference.”’

Power Plant for Electric Chair to 
Be Isolated From Convicts 
After Clinton Outbreak.

OSSINING, N. Y., July 26.—Draw- 
ing a lesson from the sabotage of 
convicts during the recent riot in 
Clinton Prison at Dannemora, by» 
which the power-house mechanism 
was wrecked, the Sing Sing authori- 
ties have arranged to move all the 
power equipment that operates the 
electric chair from the central power 
plant into the death house.

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THE CONTROLLER. 


Controller BERRY may not be a 
man of supreme importance, but his 
office is. This fact the people of 
New York ought not for a moment 
to forget in the midst of the political 


equabbles about who is to fill it. 
General BERRY has announced his 
candidacy for another term. The 


efforts to “ kick him upstairs” into 
the headship of the new Sanitary 
Commission at a salary of $25,000 
a year have failed. He declares that 
he will be Controller or nothing. The 
politicians in charge of the Demo- 
cratic party in this city do not wish 
him renominated. They give vari- 
ous flimsy reasons. One of them is 
that the Controller no longer has a 
residence in Brooklyn, and that bor- 


ough, if it does not have the Mayor, | 


must have the Controller. But the 
real reasons are not far to seek. 
General Berry has offended the 
party leaders on various occasions 


by asserting his power and responsi- | 


bility as chief financial officer of 
this metropolis. He has not always 


stood by to the very end the prin-| 


ciples and program which he has 
announced, but he has often been a 
hindrance to the smooth ongoing of 
plans of the administration. Appar- 
ently, a weaker or more pliable man 
is wanted in his position. 

What is that position? It is one 
of the most strategic and influential 
in the City Government. In the first 
place, the Greater New York Charter 
took pains to provide that the Con- 
troller shall be separately elected. 
He is not appointed to office. He 
gets it direct from the people, and 
to them his loyal service is first of 


all due. Even if there should chance 


to be a vacancy in the Controller-| 


ship, the Mayor could fill it only 
temporarily. The permanent suc- 
cessor must be elected. This careful 
provision of the charter grew out of 
a long and sorrowful experience with 
our City Government. It was found 
that the financial interests of the 
municipality could not be safe- 
guarded unless at the head of the 
finance department were a man spe- 
cially elected by the people and 
clothed with extraordinary powers. 

In general these powers are in- 
tended to prevent waste and corrup- 
tion. They are independently held 
and may be independently exerted. 
Turn to the index of the New York 


Charter and you will find in the} 


L 


long list of rights conferred upon the 
Controller and duties laid upon him 
matters that go to the very heart 
of a proper financial administration 
Take the single entry: 
settle and adjust all claims 
against the city.” There 
alone resides 
which all our recent Controllers 
have no doubt exercised judicially 
and honestly, but which might obvi- 
ously be used corruptly and with 
collusion. Everything points to the 
need of having a Controller of the 
highest ability, the firmest character 
and the most unimpeachable in- 
tegrity. Unless the City Treasury 
is constantly and carefully guarded 
by such a Controller, the taxpayers 
cannot tell what may happen to 
them. 

This is not an argument for Gen- 
eral BERRY personally. It is an argu- 
it against rash interference with 
the financial control of the city of 
New York.

But unless the 
London oil conference meets with 
better success than the gathering of 
American producers last month in 
Colorado, it does not seem likely 
that Europe will have to pay more 
for its “ petrol.” American and Eng- 
lish producers have agreed that re- 
striction of output and curtailment 
of waste are the two great problems 
which the industry faces. But ow- 
ing to the large number of Amer- 
ican independent producers—i. e., 
not controlled by the large corpora- 
tions—whose profits lie in tapping 
new wells while the chance is theirs, 
it has so far been impossible to 
reach an agreement among Amer- 
ican producers to limit production. 
When such a solution was virtu- 
ally agreed upon last year, it was 
frowned on by the Federal Oil Con- 
servation Board. Since then oil pro- 
duction has increased in volume.

There is something comforting, too, 
in Senator Smoot’s inaccessibility 
and impregnability. With such a 
keeper of the Citadel of Protection 
the President may well refuse to 
attempt a hopeless parley. Mr. 
SMooT is so near and yet so far from 
Mr. Hoover. He can have no suspi- 
cion of what the President thinks 
about the tariff. The President's 
mind is as virginal about the tariff 
bill, to him of Utah, as the paper 
on which the best of tariff bills is 
yet to be written. 

Mr. Smoot has insulated himself 
from the President. He seems to 
have insulated himself from public 
opinion. This dignified solitude be- 
fits the man to whom have been 
entrusted the sliding scales of justice 
to insufficiently protected indus- 
tries. He and his fellow-economists 
have been considering the earthen- 
ware and glassware schedule.

WRITING IS OPTIONAL. 


In its announcement for the im- 
pending session, the Bread Loaf 
Writers’ Conference, which is soon 
to sit down among the green hills 
of Vermont, explains that attendance 
at all lectures and conferences is 
optional with the client. Gramercy! 
Actually the option extends much 
further. Writing is an art to which 
the principle of local option may be 


given hostages to fortune by taking 
up the career of letters his option 
expires for good. He is a laboring 
man. He is serf to the termagant 
muse. If, in addition, he should 
have the soul of an artist he is fore- 
sworn to a life in which he will 
rarely satisfy himself with the qual- 
ity of his work. While the option is 
still valid, it is well for the man of 
moderate instincts to employ it. 

To have written is, in its nebulous 
fashion, a satisfaction. But to write 
harries the soul. By great good for- 

|tune the prose writer may occasion- 

ally capture a measure of the vital- 
ity he feels in the life that flows by 
him, ana privately recognize it in 
what he has written. But that is an 
achievement so humble that it al- 
most humiliates. Even at its best, 
prose writing adds nothing to the 
color or the mighty urge of life. 
Writing about them is not only a 
gratuitous labor but actually rubs 
the edge off the writer’s perceptions 
by professionalizing his sentient im- 
pulses; and, if he is a thrifty crafts- 
man, it lays him under the necessity 
of reducing everything he sees and 
feels to words and phrases. What- 
ever he may seem to be in public, he 
is privately a monomaniac, obsessed 
with the illusion that under perfect 
conditions he may succeed. So one 
writer fancies that he can work only 
at night, while another cannot turn 
& phrase after sunset. And so all 
the temperamental slavery to cer- 
tain grades of paper, large or small 
rooms, flat or slanted desks and 
crotchets of personal attire. What 
would TOLSTCY say to the modern 
novelist who can do his best work 
only when he is freshly shaved? 

In his despondent moments the 
writer may imagine that proge writ- 
ing is no art, but a mechanical 
process of naming names. Painting. 
sculpting, architecture, acting, weav- 
ing, carpentering, represent their 
meanings with no loss of exactitude 
or brilliance. Poetry woos the senses 
by adding music to diction. But the 
prose writer is invariably conscious 
of never getting to the rock bottom 
of his thought. Always the crusta- 
tions of professional composition— 
what Swirt termed “the affecta- 
tion of politeness”—intervene and 
leave a paragraph of reading in the 
place of thinking. Elementary tricks 
of the trade may be learned from 
“sedulous aping,” perhaps, or tech- 
nical study of the great prose mas- 
ters. Such methods define their own 
limitations; the reading of many 
books dulls the freshest senses. 
“The book-worm wraps himself up 
“in his web of generalities, and sees 
“only the glimmering shadows of 
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“things reflected from the minds of 
“others. Nature puts him out,” 
HAZLITT snorted contemptuously. 
What every scribbler dreams on, 
platonically, is an unattainable 
ideal of pure writing—like GEorGE 
Moore’s “pure poetry”—in which 
none of the dogmatic rules or cus- 
tomary circumlocutions would have 
& part. Suppose nothing had ever 
been written: that “the blessed 
deluge of light and color” had never 
been piped through the gramma- 
rians’ systems. Suppose prose writ- 
ing were a new art: that the entire 
world lay clean at hand, unstained 
by ink. The skeptics would like to 
know whether in those circum- 
Stances the artless periods of un- 
trained writers might not seize more 
of the essence of life than the eu- 
phonious phrases of polished crafts- 
men. It is a wretched thought. In 
the meantime, attendance at confer- 
ences and lectures on writing is 
optional with the client.

NATURE ON A RAMPAGE. 


From the vicissitudes of wheat, 
three months ago under one dollar 
and today believed by some to be 
headed for the two-dollar mark, it is 
permissible to deduce a few kind 
words for a much-belabored indus- 
trial civilization which is badly in 
need of a kind word or two. Deter- 
mined and deterministic Socialists of 
the Marxian type, and poetic anti- 
Socialist seekers after a lost rural 
golden age of the G. K. Chesterton 
type, agree upon the chief of the 
crimes of the capitalist system. 
There is the wastefulness of cap!- 
talism. There is the utter lack of 
rational control in production as evi- 
denced by the succession of boom 
and panic, of men working excessive 
hours in the factory and men walk- 
ing the streets without food. There 
is, finally, the heartless cruelty of 
the capitalist system as evidenced 
in the laying-off process in slack 
time and the lockout in labor 
warfare. 

Yet it is doubtful whether capi- 
talism and capitalist in their dark- 
est colors have ever approximated 
the standard of wastefulness, of vio- 
lence and of irresponsibility prac- 
ticed by the oldest of all employers, 
Mother Earth. The fluctuations of 
the so-called business cycle are mod- 
est compared with the moods of the 
weather. The spread between pros- 
perity and hard times under the in- 
dustrial system is rarely wider than 
10 per cent. When 95 per cent of 
the workers are employed the times 





cent find employment it is bitter 
hard times. The very blackest days 
of British unemployment in 1920 
showed about 17 per cent of the 
nation’s workers idle. Compare this 
picture of capitalism at its worst 
with the operations of an irresponsi- 
ble Nature which produces nearly 
500,000,000 bushels of wheat in the 
Canadian Northwest in 1928 and 
only 150,000,000 bushels in 1929. 
Compare the cruelest of industrial 
lockouts with what Earth can show 
when she stages a Russian or Chi- 
nese drought or locust plague and 
locks out scores of millions of work- 
ers to their utter undoing. What 
commodity produced by man in his 
factories has ever shown a range of 
nearly 100 per cent in prices in three 
months?

Plans for two cabin liners about 
700 feet long are being prepared by 
the United States Lines, Inc., and 
within the next few weeks the Ship- 
ping Board will be asked to approve 
their construction and grant a loan 
to the lines under the terms of the 
Jones-White bill, it was learned yes- 


terday 

There will be no interference with 
the plans of the lines, it was said, 
for the construction of two express 
liners larger than the Leviathan, 
contracts for which will be awarded 
not later than Feb. 14, 1930. The 
cabin ships will be added to the fleet 
to supplant older ships, which were | 
taken over from the Shipping Board 
when the United States Lines paid 
$16,300,000 for a fleet of eleven. The| 
older vessels will be sold. 

Ernest H. Rigg of the New York | 
Shipbuilding Company of Camden 
N. J., who designed the intercoastal 
fleet of the Panama Pacific Line, the 
largest ships ever built in the coun- 
try, has designed the proposed new 
ships of the United States Lines. He 
conferred yesterday with Joseph E. 
Sheedy, executive vice president, and 
other officials of the lines. 

The ships will be built to maintain 
about 20 knots and will be about 
21,000 tons gross, it is believed. The 
final decision as to dimensions and 
power will not be reached, however, 
until Paul W. Chapman, president 
of the lines, who will sail tonight on 
the Leviathan, returns to the coun- 
try. 

It is planned to retire the smaller 
ships of the lines as the proposed 
new ships are completed and even- 
tually to create a fleet of new ships 
that will include all modern features 
and offer competition to the new 
ships built or proposed by foreign 
lines. 

The plans of the lines for the fu- 
ture are centred about the Leviathan

express and cabin liner services si- 
multaneously. The slower ships will 
be sold to American lines which do 
not require ships as fast as the new 
foreign transatlantic liners.

$400,000,000 Gain in Member Bank 
Loans in Six Weeks Laid toe

WASHINGTON, July 26.—An in- 
crease of about $400,000,000 in loans 


and investments of member banks in | 


leading cities during the period from 


the end of May to July 17 was caused | 


chiefly by the rapid growth in loans 
to brokers and dealers in Securities 
and also by some further increase in 
commercial loans, according to a 
survey of business and financial con- 
ditions made public today by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. 

The bank's holdings of investments, 
the board added, continued to de- 
cline and were on July 17 about 
$700,000,000 below the figure for the 
middle of last year. 


Reserve Bank Credit Gained. 


Tne board said that the total vol- 
ume of Reserve Bank credit out 
standing showed an increase of about 
$120,000,000 during the four weeks 
ended July 17, the increase being in 
discounts for member banks. This 
demand for additional Reserve Bank 
credit, the board stated, arose princi- 
paily out of a considerable increase 
in the volume of money in circulation 
which accompanied the issuance of 
new small-sized currency. 

There also was some increase in 
reserve balances of member banks 
accompanying the growth in their 
loans and consequently in their de 
posits, the board explained. 

The board found that the output of 
manufactures continued in large vol 
ume in June, but that mineral pro- 
duction declined. Volume of con 
struction contracts awarded § de- 
creased further in June, and for the 
first half year were 12 per cent less 
than in the same period df 1928, re- 
flecting chiefly a substantial decline 
in residential buildings. During the 
first three weeks of July, however, 
contracts awarded were larger than 


jin the same period a year ago. 


A rise in the general level of com- 
modity prices was noted by the 
hoard, reflecting, it said, an advance 
chiefly in agricultural commodities. 


Output Continued High. 


Activity of manufacturing estab 


lishments continued at a high rate 
in June, the board said. Output of 
automobiles and of iron and steel 


showed a seasonal decline which was 
smaller than is usual from May to 
June, silk mill activity increased and 
there was a growth in the production 
ef cement, leather and shoes. 
Production of copper at smelters 
and refineries decreased sharply and 
output of cotton and wool textiles 
was also reduced, although produc- 
tion in all of thes@ industries con 
tinued larger than in other recent 
years.

Otto Ulitz, former Deputy in the 
Polish Upper Silesian Provincial 
Sejm and head of the German Volks- 
bund in Poland, has been sentenced 
to five months’ imprisonment by the 
Kattowitz District Court for issuing 
to German-speaking Polish subjects 
of conscription age certificates help- 
ing them to cross the German border 
to evade military service.

A full investigation by the Ameri- 
can Legion of the Centralia case has 
been asked in a resolution adopted 
by the Williard Straight Post of the 
Legion here. The post announced 
this action yesterday. 

The Centralia case began on Ar- 
mistice Day, 1919, witha riot between 
parading Legionnaires and members 
of the I. W. W. in Centralia, Wash. 
Four paraders were shot and killed. 
As a result eight members of the 
I. W. W. are now serving long prison 
terms for murder. 

The resolution of the 
Straight Post asks Paul V. McNutt, 
National Commander of the Legion, to 
appoint a committee to investigate 
the whole affair because of the doubt 
in many minds that the sentences 
were just. 

“Since the affirmance of the con- 
viction,’’ says the resolution, ‘‘affi- 
davits of jurors and eye-witnesses, 
some of them ex-service men, have 
been adduced which make us gravely 
doubt the justice of the convictions 
and the sentences imposed. They 
show that the trial was conducted in 
an atmoshpere which rendered calm 
reasoning probably impossible and in 


the presence of troops brought to 
the scene over the protests of the 
presiding judge. We feel that the 


matter has become one in which the 
national organization of the Legion 
must interest itself, in vindication of 
the high principles upon which the 
Legion was founded.”’
